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FOREWARD 


Vocational Education Programme in the state of Haryana was 
introduced at the +2 level of Senior Secondary Examination in the 
year 1983-84, with the objective of providing opportunities of 
driversification to students from pure academics towards skill based 
education so that their employability can be improved. In the first 
year, two vocational courses were introduced in 24 institutions. 
The programme has picked up during these years. At present 
abut 16000 students are undertaking 19 different vocational courses 
in 116 vocational institutions throughout the state. The courses 
being offered belong to the four major areas of Business and 
Commerce, Engineering and Technology, Home Science and 
Agriculture. 


The state of Haryana is unique in the country as it has adopted 
separate institutions model for the implementation of the Vocational 
Education Programme. This has helped in focusing our efforts on 
the objectives of the programme and has created a positive image 
about the programme amongst the people of the state. 


The Department of Industrial Training and Vocational Education 
is making sincere efforts to popularise the vocational programme 
by laying emphasis on providing a high quality of the passout 
students to the industry. 


Apart from creating the needed management structure at the state 
as well as the district levels, efforts are made to provide proper 
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infrastructural facilities for the conduct of the courses as well as to 
strengthen the quality of teaching by proper monitoring and 
supervision of the programme. Recently we have constituted the 
District Vocational Education Committees in each district so that 
effective coordination between different departments in the district 
and greater linkages can be developed with the industry. We are 
also emphasizing on improving the effectiveness of On-the-Job 
training and Apprenticeship Training so that the practical skills of 
the students can be better developed, 


The VEIs are operating from 9 a.m. to 4 p-m. and there are no 
long vocations as we wish to utilise the time for better training of 
the students. We are in the process of finalising the guidelines for 
the creation of production-cum-training centres, which will goa 
long way in improving the effectiveness of the training. 


Iam happy to note that a team of officers from PSSCIVE visited 
the state and took pains in col lecting success stories of students 
Passing out of vocational courses, which are being published on 
the Institute’s Foundation Day i.e. 5th July 2002. PSSCIVE has 
always been generous in providing academic support to our 
department in the implementation of the programme. I hope this 
document will go a long way in motivating the teachers, students 
and all others involved in the programme to put in greater efforts 
and continue to contribute towards making the vocational 
programme popular amongst the people.

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VOCATIONAL EDUCATION 
PROGRAMME 
IN THE STATE OF HARYANA 


Historical Background : 


The programme of vocationalisation of education in the state of 
Haryana was introduced from the academic year 1983-84. From 
amodest beginning with two vocational courses in 24 institutions, 
the programme has expanded to 19 courses in 116 vocational 
institutions throughout the state. The programme got aboost with 
the introduction of Centrally Sponsored Scheme, which provided 
funds for the creation cf infrastructure such as purchase of 
equipment; appointment of teachers; training of teachers; 
development of instructional materials; etc. 


The total enrolment of students which was about 1900 in 1983- 
84 has increased to about 16000 in the current year. However, 
the position with respect to enrollment of girl students isnot very 
good. In the year 2001, the percentage of girl students to all the 
vocational students in the state was around 16 only. 


The Vocational Model 


The unique feature of the programme of vocational education in 
the state of Haryana is the adoption of sperate vocational institution 
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model under the department of Industrial Training and Vocational 
Education. While in large number of states in the country, 
vocational programme is being run in general schools, Haryana 
has specialized vocational institutions, mostly running from different 
building but same campus as that of ITI. This has helped in the 
creation of proper image about the programme and in getting 
acceptance of the people in general. 


Management Structure : 


The state has created satisfactory structure for the management 
of the vocational programme. The programme of vocational 
education comes under the Department of Industrial Training and 
Vocational Education. The programme has been put under the 
charge of Joint Director (Vocational Education) who works under 
the overall guidance of the Director of Industrial Training and 
Vocational Education. 


To provide overall policy guidance and Support to the programme, 
the State Council of Vocational Education (SCVE) has been 
created. At the district level, the District Vocational Education 
Officers (DDVEOs) have been appointed for all the educational 
districts of the state. Strangely, the head of the vocational institutes 
is called the Vice-Principal. 


District Vocational Education committees have recently been 
created for monitoring and facilitating the vocational education 
programme at the district level. These are expected to bring in 
effective coordination between different departments within a 
district and help in developing linkages with the industry. 
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Curriculum : 


The curriculum structure adopted by the state is as per the national 
recommendation of giving 70% of the total weightage to the 
vocational Theory and Practice. This includes 20% weightage to 
Languages, 10% to General Foundation Course, 60% to Vocational 
Theory & Practices and 10% marks to On-the-Job Training. 


Outof the 19 curricula running in the state, 8 were developed by 
the state itself and 11 curricula developed by PSSCIVE have 
been adopted. The revision of curricula is a regular activity. 


Apprenticeship Training : 


Outof the 19 courses running in the state, most are covered under 
the Apprenticeship Act. However some courses like Boiler 
Attendant, Lineman and Visual Arts have not been included under 
the Apprenticeship Act. The students who opt for one years 
Apprenticeship Training after completing course are given an ` 
amount of 1625 per month as stiphend. This includes Rs.545/- 
each born by the employer, the Central Government and the State 
Government. This is peculiar about the state that an equal amount 
of money is being given by the State Government apart from the 
one given by the Central Government and the employer. No other 
state in the country is adopting this practice. 


Number of Students : 


The position with respect to the number of students in the vocational 
courses is as follows: 
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Itmay be seen that the number of students has increased by more 
than eight times over less than two decades of the implementation 
of the programme. It shows that the programme has gained 
acceptability amongst the people in general. 


The state is offering vocational courses in all the major areas 
such as Business & Commerce; Engineering and Technology; 
Home Science; and Agriculture. In the year 2000-01 over 40% 
of the total number of vocational students were undergoing 
commerce based vocational courses. This was followed by 
Engineering and Technology, which accounted for more than 
38% of all the students. The Home Science and Agriculture based 
Courses were relatively less popular as these were being offered 
by 12 percent and 9 percent students respectively. This is by far 


in line with the employment opportunities available in different 
areas. 


Finances: 


Up to the year 1999-2000, the state has received a total sum of 
Rs.29.22 crore as grant under Centrally Sponsored Scheme since 
the introduction of the CSS. The Centrally Sponsored Scheme grant 
was not released for the two years period i.e. 1997-98, 98-99. 
This created some degree of uncertainty amongst the states and 
affected the growth of the programme. The scheme has however 
been revived and the state got a sum of Rs.2.27 crore during year 
1999-2000. 


Timings of VEIs 


Another unique feature of Haryana is that the vocational 
programme is ano vacation programme in the state. There are no 
long vacations during the summers or winters (as is the case in 
general schools). The Vocational institutions are running from 9 
am. to4 p.m. onall the working days. This gives enough flexibility 
in the timetable for effective impartation of the needed knowledge 
and skills to the vocational students.
